WTjen "The Varsity" inquired why 
the magazine was to be discontinued, 
ilr. MurreU-Wrlght was rather va- 
sruc." "The privateer is heinE dis- 
continued not po much ihrouirh lack 
ot financial sappor: as tliroush a 
lack of interest on the part of a 
jnajority of "the student body in a 
.pubUca'.ion which evidently seemed 
unworthy ol support." •However," 
]ie later said, "there are some six- 
teen other college magazines de- 
pendent O.I the financial support of 
colleges circles." 

■'The Varsity" was also Jntormed 
:.tJiat" - there • ws- -vn hand cnoucU 
material for three more issues. How- 
ever, in only one ot three literary 
contests were there sufficient com- 
pctltorE to V, arrant glviîis a prize. 

In concluding li:s remarks the 
managing editor of Ihc privateer 
«ald: "In view of the added atten- 
tion which the S. A. C, the editor 
of "The Varsity" and thç editor 
of the university of Toronto monthly 
arc devoting to the encouragement of 
literary acllvliy in tlic iiiiivcrsity. 
there docs not scorn to be the same 
jiced for a purely literary magazine. 
As almost all Uie editors are busy 
in other university activities and 
3iave already seriously jeopardized 
their academic standing, it has been 
considered advisable to cease regu- 
lar publication."

Pi'ofessor Thomson spoke on the "Do- 
volopmcnl ot tho fîlilp". 

Tho first fihlp was f.io' roueh un- 
trlmnied trco which blown do\N'n by 
tho wind or undermined by tho water 
had fallen Into tho river nnd floated 
dotvn to l)o~ utilized by tho primitive 
man as a rough ferry. Very soon, how- 
ever, as man became more expert In 
tho use ot his rough tools, lie cut off 
tho branches and then had an ordin- 
ary logr which hd was able to propel 
by rough ; paddles. 

Gradually .Improvements took place. 
Tho ends of tho:. log were sharpened 
and when mon' discovered fire, ho used 
It to hollow out tho sharpened log. 
But now they were faced with another 
difficulty; tlieir boat Wcked. stability, 
80 a' crude outrigger was attachcdi 

The catamaran was tho next' step 
in the lino of evolution. It was origin- 
ated, most likely In Egj-pf, and was 
composed of large bundles of papyrus 
reeds, as a rule. The rowing galleys 
soon succeeded these. They were large- 
ly developed by the Phoenicians, at 
the begrlnnlns but the Carthaginians 
eoon succeeded them. Th« Viking'.^ 
ships woi*o largely modelled .after 
these, but were lower In tho water. 

The first ships to rely almost en- 
tlro'y on sail wcro tho lateen rigged 
dhows. Soon the Genoese and Vene- 
tians began to build their lioat trad- 
ing vessels as sailing: ships, and no 
longer as boats merely relying on oars 
for their motive powers. 
. The - art- of sâtllnii was, however.- 
stllMii Its Infancy. The an ot tacking 
Was not understood, nor was it indeed 
possible to tacic ' well because the 
ships were so' high out of- the water 
that they made a groat deal of leeway. 
\Vhon a ship met an adverse wind tho 
only thing to do was to dvop the an- 
chor and to wait with as much pa- 
tience as possible a favorable wind. 
It .may bo seen' from this that seti- 
travel was a very uncertain matter in 
those days. ■ '

COMRADESHIP 

ASK most college men what their idea of an ideal friend is, 
and the general reply will be more or less to this effect: 
"The man whom I would choose as an ideal friend would be one 
with whom I can discuss matters whose considération -will ben- 
efit us both." ■ . 

This definition, it will be noticed is nicely worded. Though 
it showe a proi)er element of modesty in not actually stating any 
intellectual advancement on the part of the man questioned, it 
subtly .suggests such supei-ioj-ity by calling for the same quali- 
ties on the part of a companion. We do not venture to doubt 
.that eacii .student is rather superior to the rest of the under- 
graduate body, but w.e suggest that the true qualities of friend- 
ship are held by those who can forget this superiority. . 

In a convereation in which both oi* all parties are merely 
parading knowledge, little sincerity is really behind any of the 
feelings expressed. It is only a true comradeship when the par- 
ties in it have approached a stage closer to one another, and arc 
willing to reveal their weakness as well as their strength. Then 
opinions will be advanced even without study on the suljjects 
concerned, and these opinions will gain in originality by tlieir 
very innocence. Then secret fears, not revealed to the rest of 
the Avorld, will be held in common, then tendencies which are 
natural to all men v.'ill be confessed; such tendencies as man's 
natural conservatism, which acts as much for the good of the 
world as do the advanced ideas which one claims as his own 
,whon wishing to make an impression on tlie I'est of the v.'orld. 
In .sucii a friendship there will be ti'ue sincerity, a feeling which 
makes men feel .'iomehow bound together even if their contact 
Avith other men is more frequently. 

Tiie ideal coniradcsliip, rather than being intellectual as 
the general sciuic of the term goes, is one' in which the intel- 
Jectual aspect i.s disrei/arded.

"There , Is, however, a much larger 
group of students Who, upon gradu- 
ating, seek at once engineering cm- 
t>loymenl. Sensing Iho need ot fur- 
ther training for these newly employ- 
ed engineering gr.aduates, the AVost- 
Inghousc Company had for somo years 
been operating Intcnslvo courses ot 
stud}-. The employees spent the great- 
cr part ot their first year or. two wlt;i 
tho company in directed study under 
tho guidance ot a number of lliclr 
senior cnglncerE." 

Tills training on the part of tho 
company was Iho basis for the course 
sinco instituted by the Univeralty of 
Pittsburgh.

Students taking theso courses 
wore offered the privilege ot register- 
ing at tho University In. the usual way, 
but It Is significant thiit nearly all ot 
tlicso students have exercised their 
privilege ot registering for gr.iduato 
work.
